able official and public discussion. In prac 
tically every instance these discussions 
have been predicated on two fundamen 
tal errors ;—first, an almost complete dis 
regard of the “training time limitations” 
necessarily inherent in any system of na 
tional defense which embraces the citizen 
soldier as one of its chief military com 
ponents and second, the utterly uncalled 
for and non-realistic assumption that the 
National Guard, under a voluntary sys 
tem of enlistment, can be sufficiently 
trained, equipped and organized to take 
its place in battle with professional troops 
on M day. 

A sound and realistic solution of these 
two equasions is essential if we are to 
avoid conflict within the Guard itself 
and a gradual loss to its ranks of that 
type of personnel both commissioned and 
enlisted which is vital to its efficiency and 
existence. 

As any military force must first procure 
men before it can have trained troops, 
it seems logical to assume that with the 
Guard the basic fact to be faced first is 
the one concerned with its training time 
limitations—-because these seriously af- 
fect its enlistments. 

In considering this phase of the prob 
lem it is necessary to understand thor 
oughly that a National Guard soldier is 
primarily a civilian volunteering for mili- 
lary training. Barring national emergen 
ces his chief interest in life is and al 
ways will be his vital civilian pursuits, 
namely, his family life and his success in 
his trade, business or profession. With 
this condition of service definitely estab 
lished the question arises as to how much 
time is required and how much time 
young men, in the formative stages of 
their civilian careers, can be expected to 
voluntarily contribute to their military 
avocation. 

The answer to these queries is written 
plainly in the war-time performance of 
the Guard; in its constantly increasing 
eficiency during the past fifteen odd 


years and in its ability and willingness 


to accept the existing training provisions 
of the National Defense Act. These call 
for forty-eight armory drills per year 
ind an annual fifteen day period of field 
training. 


A Very Real Sacrifice 
In the opinion of many Guardsmen 
these requirements represent about the 
maximum amount of time which is either 
required or can be successfully demanded 
of the National Guard. When carefully 
considered they represent a very real sac 
rifice and one, unfortunately, assumed 
hy an immoderately small percentage of 
Young Americans. 
The average National Guardsmanenjoys 
ho carefree vacation; he is frequently

Reorganization of Army 
Panama Units Ordered 


Completely abolishing the old Atlantic 
and Pacific Sector Commands, Maj. Gen. 
Daniel Van Voorhis, USA, who recently 
assumed command of the Panama Canal 
Department, has directed a reorganizs 
tion of the commands there. 





In place of the two Sector commands, 
General Van Voorhis has ordered the re 
grouping of the troops in the Department 
into four command organizations, each 
directly responsible to the Department 
Commander, The four new commands are 
as follows: 

(1) Commanding General, Panama Mo 
bile Force (Provisional), who is charged 
with the employment of the Mobile Force, 
consisting of four regiments of Infantry, 
a Brigade headquarters, Field Artillery 
battalion, and Quartermaster, Chemical, 
Medical and Veterinary units. He will 
take over the headquarters personnel, the 
headquarters and headquarters com 
panies of the old Pacific and Atlantic Sec 
tors pending the organization of his own 
headquarters. The Force may operate 
alone or in conjunction with other units 
and will be responsible for the operation 
of most of the elements of the Anti 
Sabotage Guard. 

(2) Commanding General, Panama 
Separate Coast Artillery Brigade (lrovi 
sional), who is charged with the employ 
ment of the Antiaircraft and Harbor De 
fense Artillery. He is also technical ad 
visor to the Department Command on 
the employment of Coast Artillery. 

(3) Commanding General, 19th Wing, 
who is charged with conduct of Army air 
operations and installations and tactical 
and technical advisor to the Department 
Commander on the employment of mili 
tury and Naval aviation. 

(4) Department Troops, whose unit 
commanding officers are responsible di 
rectly to the Department Commander.

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Editors Still Oppose Any Harbor Improvements at Island of Guam 


Some mouths ago this column carried excerpts of editorials on the question of 
whether or not the harbor at Guam Island should be improved. In general, the edi 
torials condemned the proposal. The item was killed by the House of Representatives. 

The 1941 Navy supply bill carried an item for improvement of Guam harbor al 
though authorization for a similar project as stated above, had been refused by 
Congress. The House again threw out the item, Editors generally commend the House's 
aetion, are still overwhelmingly against any improvement at Guam, 


“Since the island,” stutes the Oakland, Calif., Tribune, “is only about 1,500 miles 
from Tokyo, and since its fortification is one of the bogey’s created by the Japanese 
militarists to frighten the people, it is to be hoped that the Llouse’s action will help 
to improve Japanese-American relations, While it is true that the far eastern situ 
ation is disturbed by more fundamental difficulties than the Island of Guam, it also 
is patent that any action removing friction between the two Pacific powers is wel 
come,” 

But the Greenville, 8S. C., News says, “One may well wonder if we are doings 
justice to our own interests in refraining from making this island a useful element 
in our national defense and our commercial aviation program merely because Japan 
is reported to be displeased at the prospect.” 


The New York Sun observes, “If Guam provokes so much discussion, leads to 
such violent differences of opinion, Navy officers cannot altogether disclaim respousi 
bility. Many of them believe that the United States ought to have a formidable naval 
buse at Guam. For that reason some members of Congress suspect a project for harbor 
improving of being, like the cumel’s nose under the edge of the tent, highly prophetic 
of what will happen.” 


Reviewing the fact that Alaska, Hlawaii and the Philippines have attracted few 
American settlers and that the two latter have inticed more Orientals than whites, 
and stating the Philippines are due to be given their independence, the Troy, N. Y., 
Record then states, “With the collapse of Europe in the Far Kast, the position of the 
United States there became more precarious, ... . ee

confronted with the disagreeable task of 
arguing with his employer over procur- 
ing the necessary time at the right time 
to comply with his orders regarding an- 
nual field training. He is subject to call 
at any time to perform duty in aid of 
the civil authorities. He also understands 
thoroughly that if he has any military 
ambition whatever he must devote more 
than the ordered time to the tasks in 
hand. This additional contribution, how- 
ever, should result from the ability of 
the officers of the Guard to inspire in 
the individual soldier an interest and am 
bition which will warrant additional time 
on a strictly voluntary basis. 

The chief asset of the National Guard 
is its enthusiasm. Nothing should be done 
which will make service in it a dull and 
deadly grind or a hazard to the civilian 
pursuits of its members. Therefore, be- 
fore rushing thoughtlessly into additional 
training requirements for the National 
Guard it would unquestionably be sound 
practice to ascertain first, for what ulti- 
mate purpose is the Guard being trained? 
And, second, what has it accomplished 
under past and present training require- 
ments? Any factual study of these ques- 
tions will certainly disclose that the opin- 
ion which holds that the Guard should 
be prepared to take its place in the initial 
protective force on M day is based on a 
complete misconception of the purpose of 
the Guard, and its training limitations. 
It will further disclose the fallacy of any 
real need for it to assume such a fune- 
tion in our system of National Defense. 


Not a Professional Force 

The thought that the best part time 
soldier in the world can be the equal, 
in training, of the professional soldier is 
far fetched and not particularly com- 
plimentary to the professional. If such 
an assumption could be based on any 
sound reasoning why should the federal 
government spend approximately $2,300 
annually for the support of one profes- 
sional soldier against $205 for a National 
Guardsman? The assumption, however, 
is not sound and, therefore, should be 
disregarded as a guiding influence in any 
training program for the Guard. This, be- 
cause it is impossible to accomplish, and 
because no need can ever arise which will 
require the senseless sacrifice of the 





Guard in a helter-skelter defense against 
an M day invader. Such an eventuality is 
but a figment of imagination and will 
always be so long as the regular army and 
navy are maintained at a strength com 
parable to our world position. 

The real training objective of the Na 
tional Guard should be one which would 
prepare it to be ready upon the declara 
tion of a national emergency, first to ex 
pand to war strength; second to equip 
newly raised troops, third to proceed 
promptly to training areas and, fourth, to 
he ready for combat service within ninety 
days. The aecomplishment of this ob 
jective should meet any logical national 
need and would better by three months 
the amount of time required to train 
troops for combat during the last World 
War. 

The success of such a policy would de 
pend, however, on the ability of the War 
Department to furnish expansion equip 
ment and training areas and on the 
prompt compliance with the provisions 
of a draft law. With these requirements 
satisfactorily met there is no doubt that 
a vast majority of the Guard would be 


ready to carry out such a reasonable 
mission. 
Record of Nat. Guard 
Regarding the performance of the 


Guard under past and present training 
requirements it might be helpful to those 
responsible for planning the training of 
the civilian forces to consider, briefly, 
what the Guard did in the last World 
War. 

Of the 42 divisions in France, 17 were 
National Guard, 20 Regular Army and 
17 National Army. Of this total 29 com 
bat divisions achieved the success and 
suffered the losses of active operations. 
Of these 29 divisions, 11 were National 
Guard with a total of 977 days of active 
and inactive combat service, 7 were Reg 
ular Army with a total of 664 days of 
active and inactive combat service and 
11 were National Army divisions, with a 
total of 589 days of similar service. This 
important contribution on the part of the 
National Guard to the Army of the United 
States was based on an organization far 
less efficient than that existing today and 
on a peace-time training program requir- 
ing approximately 50% less time than 
is now demanded. 

With this record of past achievement 
plus existing training requirements and 
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present day efficiency it seems perfectly 
safe to assume that on M day plus 90 
the Guard would be ready under its pres 
ent training schedules to assume its com 
bat mission -but not one day sooner un 
less the entire system is to be changed 
and placed on a compulsory service basis 
or unless it is the intention of higher 
wuthority to use the Guard as a sacrifi 
cial force to be wiped out during the first 
thirty days of war. 


Additional Training 

If a definite intention exists to increase 
the training time requirements of the 
Guard, even moderately, much serious 
thought must be given to the method of 
procuring that time, otherwise the Guard 
will be seriously disrupted and a large 
portion of the efficiency already attained 
will be destroyed through loss of interest, 
enthusiasm and essential personnel. The 
possible loss of its present intelligent and 
enthusiastic membership is the most seri 
ous aspect of this entire question as the 
need of this particular component of the 
Army for exceptionally keen and active 
minds is vital because the time limitations 
make it impracticable to be constantly 
repeating instruction. 

Should it finally be decided that addi 
tion traiming time is to be ordered the 
most logical way to procure it would be 
through an amendment to the National 
Defense Act which would require an Ar 
mory drill period of two hours duration 
instead of one hour and thirty minutes 
now required. On the basis of forty-eight 
drills per year this would result in an 
annual gain for Armory training of twen 
ty-four hours, or exactly one-third more 
time than is now available. It would, in 
addition, represent a gain of eight hours 
more Armory training time than the pro 
posed sixty drills of one hour and thirty 
minutes each. Such a change, aside from 
obvious training advantages, would have 
two additional angles to commend it. 
First, and most important, the present 
schedule of one ordered drill per week 
would be maintained and, second it could 
be accomplished without additional cost 
to the taxpayer, as would be the case if 
sixty drills were ordered, because the 
Guard would no doubt accept such an 
arrangement voluntarily in preference to 
an increased number of weekly drills. 


Increase Dangerous 


Regarding additional field training, any 
attempt to inerease the present 15-day 





period to one of three or four weeks con 
tinuous duration would be most unhealthy 
and dangerous and subject to strong op 
position not only from the members of 
the Guard but from their employers. On 
the other hand, if sufficient funds were 
available it might be possible and prac 
tical to gain additional field training time 
by utilizing the spring and summer week 
ends for the purpose of instruction in 
known distance and combat firing. This 
would afford essential training in the 
characteristics of the weapons with which 
the various types of troops are armed 
and permit the normal 15-day period of 
field training to be kept entirely free for 
instruction in basic combat principles and 
tactics. This week-end training, of course, 
would not apply to firing of larger 
weapons by the artillery but would permit 
them instruction in small arms firing. 
On the other hand, the training of the 
artillery in target practice does not rep 
resent a matter of training time but 
rather of funds with which to construct 
more ranges for artillery uses. 

As far as large scale maneuvers are 
concerned these certainly should not be 
held, at least for the Guard, more than 
once in three years, and once in four 
years would be far better. If the inten 
tions in connection with this angle of 
National Guard training could be defi 
nitely settled and established on a long 
term basis it would be possible for the 
Guard to prepare a much needed bal 
anced program for field training. As an 
example, assume that in 1940 all Regi 
ments, including artillery units, proceed 
to camp for normal basie instruction in 
combat principles and tactics and, in ad 
dition for the artillery, target practice 
In 1941 each Infantry Regiment with ar 
tillery attached or possibly a streamlined 
Division if then authorized in the Guard 
would proceed to available camps for 
minor maneuvers, the sole purpose of 
which would be to develop the Infantry 
Artillery team. In 1942 all units would re 
vert to basic training camps. In 1943, the 
fourth year, large scale army maneuyers 
could be held and with much more suc 
cess than in the past, as all units would 
have had some real sound basic training 
A continuation of such a program over 4 
period of years would no doubt produce 
excellent results but the fact still rem.:ine 
that what the Guard needs is not addi 
tional training time but rather a more

intelligent use of the time already avail- 
able plus adequate equipment and funds, 
and incidentally some relief for Regi- 
mental officers from the almost over- 
bearing burden of cumbersome adminis- 
trative detail. It would also be most bene- 
ficial if, when considering training policies 
for the Guard, the War Department 
would give more weight to the opinions 
of Troop Commanders and less to that of 
State officers who are primarily concerned 
with Administrative detail and who, gen- 
erally speaking, are not intimately 
familiar with the problems affecting the 
raising and professional training of 

troops.

The Garand Rifle 

The caliber 30 rifle, M1, is being issued 
to the regular army and National Guard 
units in all corps areas, In addition, the 
War Department expects that a limited

It was explained that the purpose of the 
training at Ft. Knox is to give the 6th 
Infantry practical experience in the field 
with a wholly mechanized force in prep- 
aration for the part the regiment will 
play in the maneuvers of the Third Army 
in Louisiana and eastern Texas during 
the month of May, when it is planned to 
completely motorize the regiment and to 
attach it to the 7th Cavalry Brigade 
(Mechanized). The month of preliminary 
training in combined field exercises at Ft. 
Knox is considered necessary in order 
that this heretofore untried team may be 
tested to better advantage during a large 
scale maneuver, 





Lieutenant Generals’ Bill 

The House Military Affairs Committee 
this week briefly considered the bill 
which would provide the rank of lieu- 
tenant general for the commanding offi- 
cers of the Panama Canal and Hawaiian 
Departments, and reserved action on the 
measure until its next meeting on Tues- 
day 5 March 1940. 

General George C. Marshall, Chief of 
Staff of the Army, appeared in support of 
the measure and urged its enaction to give 
proper rank to the commanding officers 
of America’s largest outlying military 
establishments. 

Questioned as to the status of the new 
Puerto Rican Department, General Mar- 
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shall said that this establishment is not 
yet important enough for such rank. The 
Philippine Department was not discussed. 


61 in CAC Promoted

Line Generals as Branch Chiefs 

Citing the importance of the position 
of chief of one of the combat branches 
of the Army, General George ©. Mar. 
shall, Chief of Staff of the Army, ap- 
peared before the House Military Af. 
fuirs Committee this week to urge en- 
actment at this session of Congress of 
the bill, IIR S5SS8, which provides that 
the chiefs of Infantry, Cavalry, Field 
Artillery and Coast Artillery be chosen 
from among the brigadier generals of 
the line. 

At present, General Marshall told the 
committee, the chiefs of the combat 
branches are selected from colonels who 
need not necessarily be on the eligible 
list for line selection promotion. This 
practice, he said, serves to depreciate 
the position as chief of a combat branch, 
Again, the Chief of Staff pointed out 


that selection of these officers from 
among the brigadier generals of the 
line will improve their position and 


broaden their viewpoint. 

General Marshall said that at present, 
relations between the general staff and 
the chiefs of the combat branches are 
not entirely satisfactory, and the proposed 
law would greatly increase efliciency. He 
said that the knowledge that there will 
be a succession to command will improve 
this relationship. 


Army General Officers 

With the retirement of Maj. Gen. 
John H. Hughes, USA, temporary com- 
mander of the Second Corps Area, on 
Thursday 29 Feb., advancement was made 
of Brig. Gen. Walter C. Short, USA, to 
be a major general, and Col. Robert H. 
Lewis, A, USA, to be a brigadier general. 

General Short, who has been command- 
ing the First Division for two years, will 
continue in that capacity until the begin- 
ning of the Third Army Maneuvers, when 
he will assume command of the IV Corps. 

General Lewis has been commanding 
the 77th Field Artillery, (155 Howitzers) 
at It. D. A. Russell, Tex., but on assump- 
tion of his new rank will be sent to Ft.

Regular and NG Enlistments 

Amendment of the National Defense 
Act to provide that in war, or Congres 
sionally declared national emergency, 
all enlistments in the Army be made in 
the Army of the United States, without 
specification as to the unit of component 
thereof, was asked by the War Depart:

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Navy Dept. Reorganization 


As the House Naval Affairs reorgani- 
zation subcommittee convened for its first 
public hearing on Navy organization on 
Monday, 26 Feb., Secretary of the Navy 
Charles Edison stressed the need for an 
Office of Shore Activities, headed by a 
vice admiral, which would coordinate all 
of the industrial and material activities 
ashore. This office, comparable to the 
office of Naval Operations, is justified, 
the Secretary said, on the example of ef- 
ficiency that resulted from the 1915 crea- 
tion of the Office of Naval Operations. 

The committee held hearings on Mon- 
day and Tuesday, at which Secretary 
Ndison, Rear Adm. Samuel M. Robinson, 
Coordinator of Shipbuilding and Chief 
of the Bureau of Engineering, Rear Adm. 
Alexunder Hl. VankKeuren, Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair, and 
Capt. Charles W. Fisher, jr., director of 
the Shore Establishments Division of the 
Navy Department testified, 

Secretary Edison told the committee 
that during his tenure of office he has 
had, as assistant secretary and secretary, 
many opportunities to observe the lack 
of coordination and inefticiency of the 
present organization. The most glaring 
exinmple he said was over the question of 
combining the design section of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair with 
the Design Section of the Bureau of Kn- 
xineering. As Assistant Secretary, Mr. 
Edison said, he advocated to the Secre- 
tary of the Navy that the consolidation be 
made, but, he declared, his recommenda- 
tion was overruled by the Secretary on 
the advice of Adm. William D. Leahy, 
then Chief of Naval Operations, 

He advocated the consolidation of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair and 
the Bureau of Engineering into a Bureau 
of Ships with three divisions, one main- 
tenance, one design and one shipbuilding. 
Another division, to include certain 
phases of ordnance, might be added at 
a later date, he said. 

The subcommittee is in agreement that 
a continuing study shall be made, with 
legislative action at the next session of 
Congress, The President has asked that

THE PRESS, QUOTING THE DIPLOMATIC correspondence of 1918, stresses 
the displeasure of Colonel House, Prime Minister Lloyd George and Premier Clemen- 
ceau, at General Pershing’s insistence that the request of the Germans for an armistice 
be denied, but, if favorably considered, that the terms imposed be so rigid that under 
no circumstances could they take up arms again. Lloyd George commented that the 
General's proposal was “political, not military ; some one put him up to it.” Clemen- 
ceau remarked: “No Allied General has ever submitted a document of this character 
to the Supreme War Council without a previous request having been made by the 
civilian authorities.” 
complained that “five minutes before I entered the conference this afternoon of Prime 
Ministers and Foreign Secretaries, and without previous notification, General Pershing 
sent me a copy of the communication * * * sent to the Supreme War Council.” That 
House regretted this statement is evident from a message cabled to the President on 
November 1 that “the matter mentioned in my telegram has been adjusted in a manner 
I consider entirely satisfactory.” In the interim, House undoubtedly recalled that on 
October 27 he received a copy of a cablegram General Pershing sent to Washington 
reporting a conference of the Commanders-in-Chief called on October 25 by Marshal 
Foch to consider the terms for an Armistice ; that at that conference, General Pershing 
expressed the opinion that the Army heads should act solely on the authority of their 
respective Governments, and gave his views only when assured by Marshal Foch that 
the French Government, with the approval of the Allied and Associated Powers, had 
requested him to take up the Armistice question with them ; that replying on October 2) 
to the report on the conference, the President suggested modifications of the General’s 
terms, and stated he “would be glad to have you feel entirely free to bring to his at- 
tention any consideration he may have overlooked” ; and that the General expressed 
willingness to call on House to discuss a communication to the War Council which he 
had prepared, but the latter had the grippe and preferred “he wait until Tuesday 
morning (30 October) before the meeting of the War Council.” The chronological 
recital of these several events and messages plainly shows General Pershing kept 
Washington and House fully informed, and that he was meticulously careful to re- 
spect civilian authority, and confine his activities to the military, and not to intrude 
upon the political field. In view of the present war, doubtless Lloyd George and the 
spirit of Clemenceau, wish the Allied and Associated Powers had adopted the General’s 
recommendation for unconditional surrender, or terms so rigid that Germany never 
would have taken up arms again.

CONGRESS IS CONSIDERING LEGISLATION to relieve federal employes in 
the District of Columbia from the legal necessity of paying three income taxes, Fed- 
eral, District of Columbia, and State of citizenship. Large groups in the two Chambers, 
admitting the need of such relief, is insisting that non-citizens of the District be 
exempt from the local tax. The proposal of these groups would be welcome to officers 
on duty in the Capital, whose pay has not been increased as has that of the civilian 
employes. Further as showing the inequity of the tax burdens, the Maryland con- 
troller has handed down a decision that officers and men living on government reser- 
vations are not subject to the state tax, but those who have offices in the state, and 
hire residences, must do so. The decision of the Maryland controller, probably will 
be that of other states so that those oflicers and men living on reservations in states 
which impose taxes, will have an advantage over those who draw allowances for 
quarters. The facts relative to the pay situation of the Army, harsher as a result of 
the income tax burden, were presented by Secretary Woodring to Congress as we 
reported in our issue last week. They cannot and should not be disregarded.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Foreign Affairs—Freedom of the air above the oceans is beginning to loom as an 
international issue comparable in importance to that of freedom of the seas, It 
already is receiving consideration from the United States and other neutrals as 
well as of belligerents. Recently, the Bermuda authorities seized and sensored 
United States mail carried by the American clipper. To prevent a repetition, Pan- 
American Airways, at the instance of the State Department, announced that its 
eastbound planes would eliminate Bermuda as a port of call, and hop to the Azores, 
Thus British censorship, on outgoing mail will be avoided, though it can be ex- 
ercised in the case of European mail coming to the United States, since the west 
bound clippers will continue to return via the British Island. 

Under a ruling of the Postoffice Department, packages and currency bearing 
letters cannot be airmailed to any of the belligérent countries and some of the 
Huropean neutrals. This ruling was imposed immediately after the first seizure cf 
clipper mail, and is in accordance with the provisions of the Neutrality Act. 

But the British Government is not apt to accept our supervision of mail as 
conclusive. It knows that packages and letters can be addressed to Italy, Spain 
and Portugal, and thence remailed to Germany. Thus, a channel is open for the 
transmission of military information, transfer of dollars and credits, and manipula- 
tion of intrigues. In order to effect censorship, Great Britain might induce Portu- 
gal, which is sovereign over the Azores, to examine mails, probably this would 
cause Germany to regard her as a belligerent, or the Allies might take the extreme 
course of forcing our planes down near a British warship in order to enable in- 
spection. To provide necessary weather reports and to succor the planes should 
they be compelled to make a forced landing, we have stationed Coast Guard vessels 
along the Pan-American route, and the fact of their presence, aside from unwilling- 
ness to arouse American opinion, may cause the British to refrain from overtaking 
the planes above the high seas. 

When the United States entered the World War, Secretary Lansing pointed out 
to President Wilson that the state of war made it essential for the public safety 
that no communication of a character which would aid the enemy, should be per- 
mitted, and that some plan must be adopted for the censorship of postal cor- 
respondence, He cited in support of his suggestion the fact that mail was going 
from Germans in the United States to Germans in Mexico and other neutral 
countries, and then dispatched by various means to Germany. He mentioned a 
letter authorizing the transference of German securities to the nominal value of 
$1,250,000 by a banking firm in New York. As a result of the Secretary’s proposal, 
a strict censorship was imposed, and by that action we concurred in the policy 
which had been pursued by the Allied Governments. Indeed, during the World War, 
the United States was active in violating the principles, among them freedom of 
the seas, which had been upheld for more than a century and in defense of which 
we had engaged in war. 

It is pretty well established that the air belongs to the country it covers, 
European neutrals have been zealous in protesting against belligerent planes 
crossing their territory. Many of them have fired upon such planes, and they have 
received protests from the belligerents at operations of this character. A different 
situation, however, exists with respect to the air above the high seas. There, 
presumably, neutral planes are free as are neutral vessels. However, they are 
subject to the belligerent right of visit and search, the same as surface craft, and, 
if the parallel be carried out, can be herded to control ports for examination, It 
is likely that during the present war, an incident will occur which will bring to 
the front the question of belligerent power over neutral planes over the Ocean, It 
will lead to interminable wrangling, which in the end will develop rules that will 
be accepted as the guide for nations, but the rules, like those for surface craft, will 
be disregarded according to the need of a belligerent. 

Readers of the Army AND Navy JourNAL having ideas on this situation are 
invited to send their comments in for publication, Such expression of views may 
aid the authorities in coping with the problem, 











National Rifle Mateches—The War Department has not yet acted on recommenda- 
tions drawn up by the National Board for the Promotion of Rifle Practice at its 
meeting 1 Feb.; the delay is due, it is believed, to a desire to hold the matches at a 
time when they will be least interfered with by the Army maneuvers, The board has 
recommended the matches be held 18 Aug. to 7 Sept., and the War Department must 
determine whether these dates are convenient. Not only must personnel be released 
to train and compete in the various matches, but operation of Camp Perry and the 
ranges requires detail of approximately 1,500 soldiers and 300 marines. 

An opening for use of the new M1 semiautomatic rifle will be made this year 
with introduction of three individual matches and one team match for the weapon. 
By next year or the year after, all rifle matches will probably be fired with the M1. 
About that time, too, M1’s employed in the matches will probably be better than 
average run of production, since there will be enough of them in service to permit 
selections of the best rifles to be made, as is now done for the Springfield. The ques- 
tion of whether some of these superior weapons may be equipped with finer lenses 
for the matches is still undecided. 

Col. Francis C. Endicott, Inf., executive officer to the Director of Civilian Mark- 
manship, will serve as executive oflicer to the National Rifle Association mid-winter 
pistol matches in Tampa, Fla., 12 to 16 March. These matches will follow the mid- 
winter rifle matches to be held from 5 to 10 March, in St. Petersburg, Fla. 

Plans for the selection by 15 June 1940, of two Naval Reserve teams to compete 
in the National Rifle Matches were announced this week by Capt, Randall Jacobs, 
USN, acting Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Each team will be composed of 14 men 
including a captain, coach, ten shooters and two alternates. The two Naval Reserve 
teams will be selected from men nominated by district commandants, effort being made 
to arrange teams composed of the 12 best rifle shots from among officers and men 
of all classes of Naval Reserve within each District. 

Selection of the two Naval Reserve teams is planned by 15 June, in order to afford 
team members the maximum amount of time for practice. Commandants of Naval 
Districts within the continental limits of the United States have been requested to 
arrange such competition as may be necessary to select District teams and to forward 








pertinent information regarding each team member to the Bureau of Navigation by 
S June. 

Credit for attendance, but no drill pay, will be allowed for drills missed during 
attendance at the national matches. Officers and men of the Organized Reserves will 
not be excused from annual training duty to attend, or by reason of having attended, 
the national matches. 

In 1939 teams from the Third and Thirteenth Naval Districts represented the 
Naval Reserve. In the National Rifle Team match the Third District team placed 
84th with a score of 2539 and the Thirteenth District team, 101st with a score of 
2507. The Third District team placed 7th in the Infantry match and team members 
were awarded bronze medals. Kighty-eight teams fired in this match. 

Eligibility requirements for both the National Pistol Team match and the National 
Rifle Team match have been changed to disbar, as a shooting member or alternate, 
any man who has been a shooting member or alternate of any team in three of the 
four immediately previous matches.

A. Drum, Commanding the First Army and the Second Corps Area, 

Chief of Staff of the Second Corps Area, since 27 Aug. 1936, Col. U. S. Grant, 8rd, 
yesterday relinquished his oflice to assume the oflice of Division Engineer of the Great 
Lakes Division with station at Cleveland, O. 


Army Chaplains Corps—Authority has been given the Chief of Chaplains to trans- 
fer 28 Regular chaplains to the South for army maneuvers in addition to those now 
there with their units, and to call a total of 29 Reserve chaplains to active duty 
14 for one year’s active duty and 15 for a period of six months to one year, depending 
on available funds, Fifteen Reserve chaplains have already been called to active 
duty and the remaining 14 have been selected but not yet called to service. 





The entire 28 Regular Army chaplains probably cannot be spared for detail from 
their permanent stations, and some Reserve officers will therefore see field service in 
th South. The majority of Reserve officers, however, will be detailed to permanent 
establishments, relieving Regular chaplains for assignment to field duty. 

Fifteenth annual training conference of the Chaplains’ Association of the Army of 
the United States will be held 21, 22 and 28 May 1940 at the Hotel Commodore in 
New York City. Lt. Col. A. S. Goodyear, AG-Res., executive secretary of the associa- 
tion, has begun preparation of the program for the conference. Presiding at the con- 
ference will be the Rev. N. M. Ylvisaker, association president. 

The deadline on which chaplains may submit suggestions and comments in con- 
nection with the revision of the Army and Navy Hymnal, now being undertaken, has 
been set as 15 March 1940. It is therefore strongly urged by the Chief of Chaplains, 
that interested chaplains who have not yet given this matter their attention communi- 
cate with Chaplain Ivan L. Bennett, Ft. Benning, Ga., on or before that date. It will 
greatly aid Chaplain Bennett in preparing his report to the Chaplains’ Association on 
this subject if all who plan to communicate with him regarding the revision of the 
hymnal will do so at the earliest possible moment. 


Army Air Corps—The Army Air Corps’ procurement districts have been consoli- 
dated into three principal districts—-Kastern, Western and Central—and in order 
further to centralize administration, one officer has been named to handle all procure- 
ment work in each district. Formerly, in each of the several districts, there was an 
officer in charge of industrial planning, one in charge of procurement planning and a 
third in charge of production engineering. Now one officer in each of the three dis- 
tricts will exercise general supervision over his district. 

Col. R. M. Jones, who had been in charge of industrial planning for the New 
York District, is district supervisor of the Eastern District, with headquarters in 
New York. Maj. Lowell Il. Smith, formerly procurement representative for the Los 
Angeles District, is supervisor of the Western District. Lt. Col. O. P. Echols, assistant 
chief of the Materiel Division, Wright Field, Ohio, is supervisor of the Central District 
with headquarters at Wright Field. 

Another change in administrative procedure assigns to officers inspecting produe- 
tion at large aeronautical plants the additional duty of inspecting orders placed with 
other nearby plants for various supplies for the Air Corps. 

Personnel officers of the Army Air Corps will have their fingers crossed for the 
next three months. The task of supplying 496 flying cadets for primary flight training 
every six weeks has finally and for the first time in years exhausted their eligible lists. 
For the class to enter 27 March they have only about 200 of the required 496 young 
men, However, this is a gain of nearly 100 since it was announced 2% Feb. that 300 
vacancies existed in the class. It is still hoped that the class may be filled, one po 
tential source of supply being the new recruits in the Air Corps who have not been thor- 
oughly canvassed in a search for those who want pilot training. 

llowever, even if the class is filled, the same problem must be met for the 18 May 
class. After that, there are three other classes to be organized under the training pro- 
gram, the first of which reports 29 June. However, a number of college graduates will 
be available for these last classes. A number of applications for them are already in, 
und the Air Corps has little doubt of its ability to fill them with desirable personnel. 


Bureau ef Yards and Docks—Examinations of candidates for appointment to the 
Civil Engineer Corps of the Navy have been authorized. The first examination will 
be non-assembled, and candidates will submit their records in education and ex- 
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perience. Those found qualified for further examination may appear in Washington 
in June for physical and written professional examinations. 

To be eligible for these examinations candidates must be between the ages of 22 
and 30 on 1 April 1940. They must be graduates in engineering of an approved college 
or university and must have had two years and eight months of engineering practice, 
on 1 April 1940, at least two years of which have been subsequent to graduation. The 
written examination will last approximately four days and will pertain to such en- 
gineering subjects as are embraced in the practice of the Civil Engineer Corps of the 
Navy. The five receiving the highest marks in the examinations will be offered com- 
missions in the corps with the rank of lieutenant (junior grade). 

The Civil Engineer Corps of the Navy designs and constructs all public works 
of the Navy, such as navy yards, air stations, hospitals, magazines and radio stations, 
and these activities include buildings, dry docks, ship building ways, piers, quay walls, 
railroads, roads, water supply, sewage disposal, power and heating plants, and dis- 
tributing systems. The maintenance of these structures is also to a large extent the 
responsibility of the Corps.

Generalcies for Retired Chiefs of Staff—The Senate Military Committee in report- 
ing out the bill to give Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, USA-Ret., the retired rank of general, 
points out that General Hines is the only retired chief of staff who does not hold the 
rank of full general on the retired list. The Coramittee pointed out that General 
John J. Pershing was given the higher rank as General of the Armies and that the 
law giving advanced rank to Chiefs of Staff was passed after General Hines’ tour. 
Under the new law, the committee pointed out, all chiefs of staff were retired as full 
generals. This leaves General Hines as the only former Chief of Staff still remaining 
as a major general. 

The bill came up on the Senate Calendar 19 Feb. and was passed after a temporary 
delay because of objection by Senator Kellar, who thought it might open the way to in 
creasing the pay of retired generals. It is quite likely that the bill will be passed by the 
House and become a law this session. In passing the law Congress will give recog 
nition to the legality of the War Department’s action in retiring former chiefs of staff 
with the rank of general tinder the present law. It is recalled that this action was 
quesioned by former Comptroller General J. R. MeCarl at the time General C, P. 
Summerall was retired. The law providing that the Chief of Staff shall have the 
rank of general makes no mention of his retired rank, but when the time came for 
the first retirement under the law the Judge Advocate General of the Army ruled 
that he was entitled to the rank of general under the law which retires Chiefs of 
Arms and Services with the advanced rank. The question was put before the 
Comptroller as to whether General Summerall, being retired as a general, was en- 
titled to the retired pay of a major general or that of a general. “The Chief of Staff 
is, in effect, the head of the Army under the Secretary of War, and is not a chief 
of a branch of the Army,” the Comptroller said in doubting the Judge Advocate’s 
ruling. The Comptroller recited the history of the enactment of the law giving 
the Chief of Staff the rank of general and continued: “Certainly, with this legislative 
history of the bill which became the act under consideration, together with its plain 
language to accomplish the avowed purpose, there must be such clear and definite 
language and intent expressed in prior statutes as to leave inescapable the conclusion 
that Congress had intended to provide that any officer who might at any time in the 
future temporarily or ex-officio have the rank and title of ‘general, should have 
honor and reward which was conferred by these prior statutes specifically and by 
separate enactments, and almost by name, on the three outstanding Union com- 
manders in the Civil War and the Commander-in-Chief of the American Forces in 
France during the World War. There is no ambiguity. It was never the purpose 
or intent either by the language used or with reference to other statutes, whether 
or not repealed, that the Chief of Staff should be retired with the rank of general. 
** * Major General Summerall is entitled to be paid three-fourths of the active list 
pay of a major general of the Army, or $6,000 per annum.” 

While the Department was bound by the Comptroller's ruling on the retired 
pay in question, it did not feel bound to accept the Comptroller’s views as to the rank 
of the officer in question. Each subsequent chief of staff has been retired with the 
rank of general. As to pay, the Chief of Staff receives only the pay of a major 
general while he is on the active list, plus the money allowance of the Chief of 
Naval Operations, so it could hardly be construed that he would be entitled to high 
pay on the retired list. 


Navy Line Changes—A number of changes in command were ordered by the Navy 
Department this week. Included were many reassignments in destroyer units of the 
fleet. Capt. Louis KE. Denfeld will be relieved as commander of destroyer division 
18 in June to assume command of destroyer squadron 1, Capt. Thomas L. Gatch 
transferred his command from destroyer division 4 to division 10 on 15 Feb. Capt. 
Thomas KE. Van Metre on the same day transferred command from destroyer squadron 
‘to squadron 26. 

Capt. Albert C. Read will be relieved as commanding officer of the USS Saratoga 
about 16 March to become commandant of the Pensacola Naval Air Station. Capt. 
Ralph F. Wood, will leave command of the USS Ranger about 6 June to become com 
manding officer of the Seattle Naval Air Station. Comdr, Boyd R. Alexander will 
leave the Naval Examining Board in May or June for duty as executive officer of the 
USS West Virginia. To the examining board will go Comar. Chapman ©. Todd, jr.. 
now commander of destroyer division 1. Comdr, Charles A. Baker will leave the Gen 
eral Board in May or June to be executive oflicer of the USS Maryland. 

Comdr. Arthur D. Burhans transferred command from destroyer division 19 to 
division 50 on 15 Feb. Comdr. Don P. Moon will leave the staff of the Naval War 
College in May to command destroyer division 18. Comdr. Charles J. Wheeler has 
left command of destroyer division 70 te become executive officer of the USS Astoria. 
Comdr. Felix L. Baker will leave the Bureau of Aeronautics about 5 July to help 
fit out the USS Barnegat and to command her when she is commissioned. 

Comdr. George F. Hussey, jr., en 15 Feb. transferred command from destroyer 
division 24 to 51. On the same date Comdr. Warner P. Portz transferred command 
from division 28 to 52; Capt. John B. Earle changed command from destroyer squad- 
ron 2 to 5, and Capt. William G. Greenman changed command from destroyer squadron 
0 to 27. Capt. Thomas L. Gatch will relinquish command of destroyer division 10 
about 1 July to become assistant to the Judge Advocate General, Capt. Ernest G. Small 
on 15 Feb. changed command from division 3 to 9. 





Medical Department—In order that every divisional medical battalion and corps 
medical regiment and the medical department detachments of the smaller units which 
will participate in the army maneuvers this spring will be fully staffed with medical 
officers, the Medical Department is making plans to place approximately 350 additional 
reserve officers on active duty with the Regular Army for one year's active service. 
About 300 of these officers will be members of the Medical Reserve, the remainder, 
members of ether corps. 

lew of the Reserve officers called to active duty will see field service. They will 
release Regular Army officers from the station and general hospitals so the Regulars 
can take advantage of the valuable field training the maneuvers will provide. This 
is an arrangement which, Medical Department oflicers believe, will prove highly satis- 
factory to both Regulars and Reservists. For the former it will be not only good train- 
ing but a welcome change of duty, since the peacetime medical establishment has been 
of a strength just suflicient to man hospital establishments and has not permitted 
much field duty. The Reservist, who will have to return to civil life after the year’s 
tour, on the other hand will receive better training for his civil practice in the 
hospitals than he would in the field, 

The scheduled maneuvers have not been entirely responsible for the decision to 
call the additional 350 Reservists to active duty. Some are needed to augment all 
installations because of the 17,000-man executive increase just completed for the 
Regular Army. The increase made no provision for additional oflicers—medical or line, 

About 270 Reserve oflicers are now on duty with the Medical Department. Six 
of these, members of the Sanitary Corps Reserve and the Medical Administrative 
Corps Reserve, are on special work in connection with procurement activities. About 
46 are on duty in connection with the maneuvers and the 17,000-man increase. The 
remainder are filling billets created by the Air Corps expansion and Panama aug- 
mentation program. Originally there was authorization for calling 245 Reserve ollicers 
to active duty in connection with the AC-Panama program—192 with the Air Corps 
and 63 in permanent establishments freeing a like number of Regulars for duty in 
Panama—but this number already has been slightly reduced as additional Regular 
officers have been commissioned. In ten years, it is anticipated that suflicient Regular 
ollicers will have been commissioned to free Reserve oflicers from this type of duty, 

Peak demand for additional Medical Corps officers needed because of the ma- 
neuvers will occur in April and May, Medical Department officers believe that they 
can assign to a year’s active duty nearly all qualified Reservists who apply for active 
duty to the Adjutant General through their Corps Area commanders. The former age 
limit of 35 years has been removed, but applicants will be restricted to officers in the 
grades of first lieutenant and captain and each must pass his physical examination 
within {0 days of reporting for duty. The War Department is also offering a com- 
mission in the Reserves to graduates of accredited Class A medical schools who have 
completed or will complete by 1 July a year’s internship and who volunteer for a 
year’s active duty. Incidentally, this is the only route open at this time to commis- 
sions in the Medical Reserves to those who are not graduates of medical units of 
the ROTC, Of those already on active duty about 25 per cent of those under 32 years 
of age are planning to take competitive examinations leading to a permanent com- 
mision in the regular Army. 

The professional service division of the Surgeon General's Office received an 
additional officer this week when Lt. Col. James S. Simmons, MC, reported to Wash- 
ington for duty on 26 Feb. Colonel Simmons was assistant to the Corps Area Surgeon, 
Ist Corps Area, with station at Boston, Mass, 


ay Situation—The recommendation by the President that no legislation looking 
toward an increase in pay for any military or naval personnel, together with the lresi- 
dent’s program for early adjournment of Congress without consideration of any general 
legislation other than that already in the Congressional mill for all intents and pur- 
poses climinates pay legislation at this session of Congress, 

Senator Morris Sheppard, Chairman of the Senate Military Affairs Committee 
suid late this week that no tinal decision can be made on the question until his com- 
mittee has had the benefit of consideration of the President's views. 
llowever, observers consider that in light of the economy axe that has been 
swung on every appropriation bill thus far during the session, no legislation requir- 
ing increased appropriations would be favored, 


Marine Corps—Anxious to prove that not everyone in the United States is utterly 
callous, the AntMy AND Navy JourNnan herewith undertakes the expression of some 
concern over the fate of 2,000 once strong and hearty men, About 1,550 officers and men 
of the Ist Brigade, Fleet Marine Force, sailed from Norfolk, Va., about the middle 
of January for fleet landing exercises in the Caribbean. They were followed a few 
days later by 386 officers and men of the Ist Marine Aircraft Group, Since then there 
has been no official word from the expeditionary force, 

With the fate of 2,000 men thus in the balance, the indifference of the world is 
startling -even in this day of wars and disasters, Even the Navy Department doesn’t 
seem to care, The tlag still flies daily at full mast over the Navy Department building. 

Determined to know the worst, the JourRNAL began investigations this week. The 
only information gleaned was that the survivors had requested that no mail be sent 
which would not reach the Caribbean by 5 March. Perhaps that is the day the last 
of the gallant band will go down with cdlors flying. Or perhaps they're coming 
home then. 

A bit unusual, all joking aside, is the secrecy which has characterized the con- 
duct of fleet landing exercise No. 6 and the operations of the accompanying vessels 
of the Atlantic Squadron, Hardly a line has appeared in the newspapers—either under 
a Washington dateline or as the result of contact with the force of reporters in the 
Caribbean. The actual conduct of a landing exercise has always been confidential, 
but that no general stories of vessels visiting harbors or of shifting of troops have 
appeared is rather remarkable, 

Col. A. A. Vandegrift, secretary to the Major General Commandant of the 
Marine Corps, on 1 March assumed duties as assistant to that officer. The new post 
entails most of the duties of the old, but brings added executive responsibility in- 
cluding that of commanding the Marine Corps in the absence of Major General Hol- 
comb. It has been vacant since the detail of Brig. Gen. Holland M, Smith as com, 
mander of the Ist Brigade, Fleet Marine Force. 

Colonel Vandegrift on 1 April will make his number as a brigadier general of 
the Marine Corps, the last of the four colonels recently selected to be promoted

Sixth Division Maneuvers 

Camp Jackson, 8S. C. — Last week’s 
training was featured by a two-day di- 
visional exercise which was divided into 
two phases, non-tactical and tactical. The 
first of these phases covered the making 
and breaking of camp by echelons, shut- 
tle movements on unfamiliar roads and 
terrain by echelon, and the actual estab- 
lishment in the field of supply and evacu- 
ation installations. Particular attention 
was given in each unit to planning and 
developing a system of loading and un- 
loading equipment and personnel, and the 
training of troops in rapid marches after 
detrucking. The second or tactical phase 
included development, movement of com- 
bat teams to assembly positions by shut- 
tle at night without lights, deployment, 
and attack against a deployed defense. 

Both phases of the maneuver were suc- 
cessfully executed despite the near-freez- 
ing temperature. Several important les- 
sons were pointed out in the critique held 
on 24 Feb., and Brig. Gen. Walter E. 
Prosser, Chief of the Infantry Section, 
who was acting as chief umpire, especial- 
ly complimented the Red force, com- 
manded by Capt. T. J. Cross, 20th Infan- 
try. The Red force functioned excellent- 
ly in organizing and occupying the de- 
fensive position. Maj. Walter Luplow, 
CK, commanding the 6th Engineer Bat- 
talion, was commended for the battalion's 
excellent work in improving and main- 
taining the roads and bridges on the 
routes used by the division columns. The 
engineer battalion also supplied the water 
used by the division in the field. 

A three day maneuver, to be held 4, 5, 
and 6 March, will be the next divisional 
exercise. Until that time, the various 
combat teams of the division will pro- 
ceed with team training, with particular 
attention to the following: disposition of 
units in the assembly areas ; scouting and 
patrolling ; formations and movements of 
units during the approach march ; actions 
during the fire fight; operation of heavy 
weapons companies; and the ability of 
supporting artillery to observe and ad- 
just fire for the assault units. The im- 
portance of infantry-artillery liaison will 
constantly be emphasized.

Enlisted Retirement Bill 

Representative Andrew Edmiston, of 
W. Va., this week introduced «a bill, 


HR 8630, which would provide retirement 
at the end of 25 years’ service for enlisted 
men of the Army. The text of the mea 
sure is as follows: 


Be it enacted, ete. That upon application 
to the Secretary of War therefor, enlisted 
men of the United States Army who have 
served or who may serve twenty-live years 
on active duty, including double time, shall 
be placed on the retired rolls of the War 
Department at three-fourths base pay: 


Provided, That when active service plus time 
on the retired list totals thirty years, such 
retired enlisted men shall be paid such al 
lowances as are or may be provided by law 
for men who have served thirty years on 
active duty. In determining the right to re 
trement under this Act, all in the 
Army, Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast Guard 
shall be credited.

Throughout his commissioned service, 
Colonel Cole made a specialty of the study

tion to topographical surveys and draw- 
ing.

Leavenworth, and 
later specialized in such work during a 





five-year detail at the Massachusetts In- 
stitute of Technology, where he was 
highly esteemed by both students and 
faculty.

New Warrant Officer System 


Widespread changes in the warrant of- 
ficer system of the Regular Army are be- 
ing planned by the War Department. 


The present methods of procuring, ap- 
pointing, classifying and assigning war- 
rant. officers, other than those in the 
Army Mine Planter Service and band 
leaders, will be changed, and the present 
eligible list will be cancelled before ex- 
piration. 

As yet, the War Department has de- 
cided only upon the policy to be followed, 
and many details must yet be worked out. 
In fact, it is probable that it will be au- 
tumn, at least, before new examinations 
ean be held, and the new system may not 
be instituted until early in 1941. 

The War Department's statement re 
leased today follows: 

“Plans have been instituted to change the 
existing system of procurement, classification 
and assignment of warrant officers of the 
United States Army, other than band leaders 
and those in the Army Mine Planter service. 
The changes are intended to offer greater 
opportunity to the best qualified enlisted men 
to secure appointment to the grade of war- 
rant officer, and to place greater importance 
upon merit and ability. 

“Since the grade was 
1920, warrant officers have become well es- 
tabiished in the Army, at corps area and 
other large headquarters in key administra- 
tive, supply and clerical positions and in vari- 
ous branches for technical assiguments such 
as motor transport, armament repair and 
utilities maintenance, 

“There are approximately 770 warrant offi- 
cers now on the active list, including 77 band 
leaders and 40 in the Army Mine Planter 
service. No change is contemplated for the 
band leaders or Mine Planter service. 

“Other warrant officers now in service will 
be reclassitied in four general groups: clerl- 
cal, supply, fiscal and technicians. No im- 
mediate changes in present assignments are 
contemplated, 

“Separate eligible lists for appointment 
also will be established under each group, and 
arrangement of the individuals on each list 
will be based on their standing in examina- 
tlons and records of service, 

“The present eligible list will be cancelled, 
However, a sufficient number of eligibles to 
fill vacaneles occurring before the new lists 
can be made up will be retained from the 
top of the present list. Others must requalify 
under the new regulations, but if found quali- 
fled, will receive substantial credits because 
of their previous qualification. In the future, 
lists will be cancelled at the end of each 
three years, 

“The maximum age limit at the time of 
application for examination will be reduced 
from 58% to 45 years. Those already on an 
eligible list will be exempted from this re- 
striction. 

“The changes instituted result from a pro- 
longed study in which the views of com- 
manders, branch chiefs and the warrant offi- 
cers themselves were carefully considered, 
and have in view the elimination of stagna- 
tion in grade as far as possible under existing 
law and placing the Army warrant officers 
on a proper basis to meet the expanding needs 
of the Army.” 

There are 600 authorized warrant. ofli- 
cers, including 77 band leaders, but ex 
cluding the 40 in the Army Mine Planter 
Service and the 120 former tield and quar- 
termaster clerks. The last group are extra 
numbers in grade who do not create ya- 
cancies when they leave the list of war 
rant oflicers for any reason. 

There will be sub-groups in these four 
categories, principally in the group of 
technicians. Each sub-group will probably 
have its own eligible list. 

As of 24 Feb. there were 511 eligible 
for appointment as warrant oflicer, When 
present warrant oflicers are classified it 
may be found that there are enough war- 
rant oflicers in, for example, supply, to 
meet the Army's needs, and that there are 
enough eligibles for supply appointment 
to meet anticipated needs for three years. 
In such case, it may be decided to retain 
the present eligibles and to hold no new 
examination for that group. 

The above statement has been issued 
to inform the Army of the type of changes 
to be made. The War Department re- 
quests that personnel do not, at this time, 
ask for further information, except, of 
course, for explanation of any part of the 
statement which may not be clearly un- 
derstood.

President Visits Canal Zone 


President Franklin D. Roosevelt, en- 
route home aboard the cruiser Tuscaloosa 
following a rapid but thorough inspection 
of the defenses of the Panama Canal 
Zone, declared this week that it is im- 
perative that the present defensive 
strength of the Canal in planes and artil- 
lery be increased 100 per cent in order 
to provide protection against attacks pro- 
jected from greater distances than have 
heretofore been practicable. The Presi- 
dent said that such a long-range program 
contemplates defense operations extend- 
ing, if necessary, throughout Central 
America and as far south as Ecuador, 
Colombia and Venezuela. 

The President’s visit to the Canal 
Zone came as the termination of what 
observers believe to be a record dash from 
Pensacola, Fla., to Cristobal, C. Z The 
Tuscaloosa, accompanied by the destroy- 
ers Lang and Jouett, made the run in two 
and one-half days. As the Presidential 
flotilla sped into Cristobal, two squadrons 
of Navy patrol planes winged overhead. 

The visit came as a surprise to the 
Canal Zone residents, inasmuch as Brig. 
Gen. Edwin Watson, USA, his secretary 
and military aide, did not make the desti- 
nation of the Presidential cruise public 
until late Saturday, 17 Feb., with the Tus- 
caloosa docking on Sunday morning, 18 
Feb. 

Welcomed at Gatun 

Upon arrival at Gatun Locks, the Tus- 
caloosa was boarded by an official delega- 
tion headed by Maj. Gen. Daniel Van 
Voorhis, Commanding General of the 
‘anama Canal Department, Rear Adm. 
Frank H. Sadler, Commandant of the 
15th Naval District, Brig. Gen. Clarence 
S. Ridley, USA, Governor of the Panama 
Canal Zone, Ambassador William Daw- 
son, Col. Jacob L. Devers, Chief of Staff 
of the Panama Canal Department, Col. 
Glen Edgerton, Engineer of Maintenance 
of the Panama Canal, Lt. Col. D. Lb. 
Weart, Assistant Engineer of Mainte 
nance of the Panama Canal and Maj. Carl 
Rosenberger, aide-de-camp to General 
Van Voorhis. The party was joined a 
little later by Brig. Gen. Joseph C. Cum- 
mins, second in command of the recently 
created Panama Mobile Force. The wel- 
coming party stayed aboard the Tusea- 
loosa for about half an hour and then de 
barked with the President. As the party 
debarked, the Tuscaloosa fired a 21-gun 
salute, while the ship’s band played the 
national anthem. A battalion of the 14th 
Infantry, under command of Maj. 8. 8. 
McLaughlin, acted as honor guard. 

The President got into an open touring 
“ar followed by General Van Voorhis and 
Admiral Sadler. Enroute to Ft. Davis, 
the roads were lined with civilians eager 
to catch a glimpse of the President. Tn- 
tering the Fort, the President was again 
greeted with military ceremony and be 
gan his inspection tour. Along all of the 
roads over which the Presidential party 
travelled were lined troops, standing al- 
most elbow to elbow. From Fort Davis, 
the party rode along Bolivar highway to 
Fort Randolph, where again he paused 
briefly to receive military honors and the 
21-gun presidential salute. On the field 
inside the fort stood three modern mobile 
anti-aircraft guns, together with search- 
lights and audio-phones. His inspection 
completed, the President visited the naval 
base at Coco Solo. 

Inspects Aircraft 

The entire base turned out for inspec- 
tion and the crews of vessels lined the 
rails. rom Coco Solo, the party went to 
France Field, where twenty-one planes 
were on the line for the President’s in- 
spection. After riding across the field and 
inspecting the crews of the planes, the 
President returned to the Gatun Locks, 
where he boarded a special train for 
Miraflores. Arriving at Miraflores, the 
party went to the Fort Clayton officers’ 
club, where lunch was served. Seated 
with the President were General Van 
Voorhis, Admiral Sadler, Ambassador 
Dawson, Maj. Gen. Ben Lear, Command- 
ing General of the Panama Mobile Force, 





and Rear Admiral Ross T. McIntyre, 
Chief of the Bureau of Medicine and 
Surgery of the Navy and the President’s 
personal physician. After lunch, the 
President again boarded the Tuscaloosa, 
and, after receiving a 21-gun salute from 
the batteries at Fort Amador, the vessel 
steamed out to sea to permit the Presi- 
dent to indulge in a Pacifie fishing trip. 

Returning, the President made a rapid 
inspection of defenses on the Pacifie end 
of the Canal, and then, accompanied by 
President Augusto 8S. Boyd, of Panama, 
and other Panamaian officials, he 
transited the Canal to the Atlantic side. 
Here he bade his guests farewell, and the 
Tuscaloosa, Lang and Jouett began the 
homeward trek. This marked President 
Roosevelt’s fourth visit to the Panama 
Canal Zone.

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Construction at Maxwell Field 

Maxwell Field, Ala.—Construction of 
an enlisted men’s combination recrea- 
tion building and mess hall at Maxwell 
Field was begun last week. Col. Walter 
R. Weaver, Air Corps Tactical School 
Commandant who assisted in drafting 
its plans, incorporated several items 
which will provide additional facilities 
for the comfort of the airdrome’s en- 
listed complement. These include an 
office for the garrison’s chaplain, library, 
reading room, barber shop, Red Cross 
office and two instruction rooms and 
will be supplementary to the spacious 
dining rooms and kitchen which will 
permit service for six hundred at one 
sitting. 

Maj. George S. Deaderick, Maxwell 
Field constructing Quartermaster, said 
the building would be one story high, 
160 feet long by 70 feet wide with a 40 
by 50 foot wing on the west. It is to 
conform in appearance to the Maxwell 
Field architectural plan. The building's 
frame work is to be of hangar steel; 
its walls are to be stucco covered, hol- 
low tiled. $30,000 has been allocated for 





construction. WPA labor is being em- 
ployed. Major Deaderick estimated it 


would require about sixty days to com- 
plete it. The location will be just west 
of the intersection of Avenue A and Max- 
well Boulevard (near the fire station). 
This building will round out the air- 
drome’s nearly completed twenty-seven 
barracks construction program initiated 
about seven months ago. 

Requisition for equipment for mess 
hall and kitchen have already been sub- 
mitted to the Quartermaster General, 
Washington. Modern kitchen and din- 
ing room labor saving devices are to be 
installed throughout. Cooking is to be 


done by gas. Meals are to be served 
cafeteria style. 
The new mess hall and recreation 


centre have been sorely needed at Max- 
well Field since its mushroom expansion 
from 650 enlisted men to over 3,000 
during the past seven months. At the 
present time, its three dining rooms are 
over crowded and the new building will 
correct that condition. 

Master Sergeant Harvill I. Srote gave 
the Maxwell field ten pin bowlers a new 
target at which to shoot on Saturday 
afternoon 24 Feb. when he turned in a 
268 for the best game ever rolled on the 


airdrome’s alleys. He was engaged in

To date both the 2d and 10th Combat 
Teams have made the trip to Florida and 
returned to Ft. McClellan, Ala., without 





untoward incident. The 11th Combat 
Team (Reinforced), consisting of the 
11th Infantry; 1st Battalion, 19th Field 
Artillery; 1st Platoon, Company A, 7th 
Engineer Battalion; Ist Platoon, Com- 
pany A, 7th Medical Battalion; and De- 
tachments of the 5th Signal Company and 
Headquarters and Military Police Com- 
pany left Friday and is due back Tues- 
day, 5 March. 

The Division’s tentative Standard 
Operating Procedure published over a 
month ago has been quite thoroughly 
tested by the movements to Florida, and 
aside from some minor changes, has been 
found satisfactory. 

Although somewhat hampered by an 
excessive amount of rain during Febru- 
ary, the units of the Division have had 
several opportunities to operate together 
and have had recent tield exercises, the 
last being the Division in Attack on 29 
February. Regimental and Division Staff 
Officers have taken advantage of incle- 
ment weather and have augmented the 
field exercises with six map exercises to 
date. 





2d Div. Motor Transportation 

The 2d Division, stationed at Fort Sam 
Ilouston, Texas, departed for Christine, 
Texas, 3 Jan. 1940 to engage in maneu- 
vers over a period of one month. 823 
vehicles, of which 179 were trailers, were 
used to transport the Division to South 
Texas. 25 motor vehicles still undergo- 
ing 4th Echelon repairs at the Normoyle 
(Quartermaster Depot did not accompany 
the Division into the field. 

The maneuvers were conducted over 
extremely rough terrain, with poor roads 
and trails. ‘Troop movements were made 
at night without lights, and supply move- 
ments were made under the same condi- 


tions. Unit distrilution of Class I Sup- 
plies was often made cross country— 
over hills covered with heavy cacti, 
cholla, thorny brush and = mesquite, 


through washouts, up abrupt sides and 
over rocky beds. Such terrain is caleu- 
lated to take its toll gf any type motor 
vehicles. However, during the period 
$3 to 20 Jan. 1940, only 26 motor vehicles 
were evacuated to the Normoyle Quarter- 
muster Depot for 4th Echelon repairs— 
a trifle less than one vehicle per day. 
During the same period, 27 motor ve- 
hicles were returned to the 2nd Division 
from the Normoyle Quartermaster Depot, 
or an average of one motor vehicle per 
day. The 26 motor vehicles evacuated 
during the maneuver period constituted 
3.15 per cent of the number of vehicles 
accompanying the Division into the field. 
On 29 Jan. there remained at Normoyle 
Quartermaster Depot 24 motor vehicles 


of the Division requiring 4th Echelon 
repairs. 
The small number of vehicles evacu- 


ated during the period of the maneuvers 
was due to the fine mechanical condition 
of each motor vehicle at the beginning 
of the maneuvers and the whole-hearted

The War on Land 

Once having gained the initiative 
(three weeks ago) the troops of Soviet 
Russia have continued relentlessly their 
drive against the defenses along = the 
Karelian Isthmus. Despite terrific losses 
and countless blunders, the Russians con- 
tinue to bring up guns, to replace their 
casualties, and to move steadily forward 
against the valiant but tiring Finns, 

Late reports yesterday had the Reds 
within a few miles of Viborg, strategic 
but virtually abandoned port on the Gulf 
of Finland, Apparently using an envelop- 
ing movement from the south and the 
east, it seemed only a matter of hours be- 
fore the Russians would take Viborg. Rus- 
sian communiques claims 270 additional 
fortifications along the Mannerheim line 
have been taken. The heartening reports 
formerly flowing from Helsinki have deti- 
nitely changed their tone to one of pes- 
simism, it being admitted that Finnish 
troops “have withdrawn in some places 
to their new positions.” 

The European war on the Western 
Front reached the completion of six 
months of virtual inactivity, The biggest 
actions, it seems from reports, have been 
raiding and scouting parties bent on in 
formation rather than attack. Thus the 
immense power given to the defense by 
modern weapons and fortifications has 
thus far resulted in a virtual stalemate 
whereas the first six months of the World 
War had seen the occupation of Belgium, 
the threatening of Paris to the extent that 
the Government was forced to move to 
Bordeaux, and the Battle of the Marne in 
which Von Kluck was beaten by Joffre 
and the Germans forced back to the Sois- 
sons-Rheims line. Too, in the World War 
numerous actions had taken place in Ger 
man colonies, 








The War at Sea 

Admission by Winston Churchill that 
two battleships had suffered damage at 
the hands of the Germans together with 
claims that the enemy now has only 35 
submarines in service of which only about 
ten are active at a time highlighted the 
week’s news of the war at sea. 

Churchill also announced that five 35,- 
000 ton battleships will shortly be ready 
to take their place in the British Navy. 
These he claimed would be far better 
adapted to under-water explosions than 
anything in service today. The two bat 
tleships admitted to be damaged were the 
sJurham, a $1,500 ton veteran of the Bat 
tle of Jutland, which suffered from six 
enemy hits in the World War, and has 
since been fitted with bulges and recon- 
structed at a cost of more than $4,000,000, 
and the Nelson, which was damaged by a 
magnetic mine. The Barham was hit by a 
torpedo. Both vessels would “soon” be 
able to resume their places with the fleet, 
he said. 

Abandonment of Scapa Flow as a base 
for the Fleet was indirectly admitted, it 
being stated that it had not been used 
since a German submarine stole in and 
torpedoed the Royal Oak while she lay at 
anchor. Instead, the vessels of the Fleet 
now appeared to keep cruising in nearby 
waters where they will be available for 
call. 

German reports yesterday claimed 
that bombers had successfully attacked 
“numerous” British war vessels, convoys 
and armed merchant ships. Several ves 
sels were reported sunk but no details 
were given. The British admitted heavy 
antiaircraft activity.

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Financial Digest 


Acting under the “death sentence” pro- 
vision of the Holding Company Act, the 
Securities & Exchange Commission has 
moved to unscramble some of the huge 
Public Utility Corporations of the coun- 
try. Fact finding inquiries have been in- 
stituted in the cases of the Electric Bond 
& Share Company and the Engineers 
Public Service Company. Similar inquir- 
ies will be begun into seven other com- 
panies, the Middle West Corporation, 
United Gas Improvement Company, 
Cities Service Power & Light Company, 
Commonwealth & Southern Corporation, 
Standard Power & Light Corporation, 
North American Company, and United 
Light & Power Company. Of the fifty-one 
separate systems in the $14 billion regis- 
tered holding company industry, only 
thirteen voluntarily applied for reorgani- 
zation, seven of which have been com- 
pleted. It is asserted by the Commission 
that its action is not punitive, but merely 
to make the systems conform to the stand- 
ards fixed by law. Undoubtedly the Cor- 
porations affected will resist any orders 
issued by the Commission, and will carry 
them to the Courts. Consequently, even 
if the Courts should uphold the Commis- 
sion reorganization will not occur for 
some years. As showing the Adminis- 
tration’s attitude toward public utilities, 
attention is called to the efforts to have 
the Courts name the Commission as the 
trustee in bankruptcy for the Associated 
Gas & Electric Company. The Commis- 
sion is indisposed to accept this responsi- 
bility, but advocates of Government own- 
ership and control of the industry are 
insisting that it do so. In connection with 
such ownership and control, there has 
arisen the question of the loss of tax 
revenue suffered by the states in which 
the systems operate. For example the 
TVA, consumers of the electricity of 
which are paying 2.14 cents per kilowatt 
hour compared with the national average 
of 4.21 cents, is being charged with dis- 
locating the finances of the states in 
which it operates. Where the local tax 
rolis once yielded $3,538,400, Alabama is 
receiving only $387,000 and Tennessee 
$124,000, and Georgia has a law, probably 
unconstitutional, permitting counties to 
tux federal properties in competition with 
private enterprise A proposal is pending 


in Congress to require the TVA to reim- 
burse the states for their tax losses, 
which, of course, would raise the “yard- 
stick” rate and is being bitterly fought by 
the advocates of government ownership. 

The TNEC continued this week its in- 
quiry into the operations of Life Insur- 
ance Companies. It was disclosed that 
three of the largest companies have huge 
cash balances in New York Banks, the 
treasurer of the Equitable Life Assurance 
Society of the United States, for example, 
stating that its balance was around $150 
millions, eighty-five per cent of which is 
on deposit in New York banks. He fur- 
ther stated that the Equitable draws no 
interest on its balances, although it is 
known that on loans advanced to policy 
holders, the borrower must pay 6 per cent 
interest. It was claimed by the witnesses 
that the cash is held because of the neces- 
sity of remaining in a liquid position, the 
shortage of investment opportunities and 
uncertainties about the immediate future. 
The Committee also brought out that 
banks outside of New York were willing 
to pay interest on insurance company de- 
posits, and it wus further explained that 
“other things being equal” a bank was 
favored doing business with an insurance 
Company. Also raised by the committee 
was the question of interlocking direc- 
torates between the insurance companies 
and the favored banks. The inquiry re- 
calls the Money Trust Investigation of 
many years ago, and the remedial legis- 
lution which followed it. 

The committee was highly gratified to 
learn from a study made by a New York 
publisher of life insurance work and sta- 
tistics of the solid and sound conditions 
of the insurance industry, and the “ex- 
traordinary” record it had made com- 
pared with the huge losses suffered by 
numerous investment trust firms. From 
1930 to 1939 only 19 insurance companies 
have failed and those now operating are 
described as in excellent shape. 

Business is following with close atten- 
tion the peace manoeuvers in which un- 
der Secretary of State Welles is engaged, 
and the support Washington is seeking 
to give him through conversations with 
neutrals on the economic reorganization 
of the world after the war. No expecta- 
tion exists that the Welles’ mission will 





achieve success. Secretary Hull is hope- 








ful of securing an agreement on general 
economic principles among which is that 
of reciprocity. The bill extending the 
President’s power to continue agreements 
of this kind for three years has passed 
the House, and will pass the Senate. 

In spite of the scandals exposed in the 
National Labor Relations Board, and 
recommendations for amendment to the 
Wagner Law, Administration opposition 
is expected to prevent any legislation dur- 
ing the present session, This mater will 
be considered by the President upon his 
return tomorow from his Panama trip. 

The exchange situation has been affect- 
ed by Sweden’s abandonment of the gold 
standard and the devaluation of the gold 
stock of France by approximately 22 per 
cent. Because of the effect of these acts 
upon our foreign trade our Treasury is 
giving carefuly consideration to them. 
The President has authority to further 
devalue the dollar, but its exercise is ex- 
ceedingly doubtful at this time because of 
the inflationary consequences of such a 
step. 





Merchant Marine 

Award to the United States Lines of 
the Far East and Australian services of 
the American Pioneer Lines on competi- 
tive bids submitted 7 Feb. was announced 
late last week by the Maritime Commis- 
sion. 

The award was made on a bareboat 
charter basis. United States Lines of- 
fered $7,500 for purchase of trade name 
and good will of the Pioneer Line and 
monthly charter rates for the 12 vessels 
on the line ranging from $4,160 to $4,- 
802.20. 

Award is also expected soon on the last 
government-operated line the Puget 
Sound Orient Service. ‘Two bids were re- 
ceived for bareboat charter. American 
President Lines offered $1,027.50 for 
trade name and good will and $12,345.10 
per month for each of the six vessels. The 
reorganized American Mail Line which 
formerly operated a similar service of- 
fered $1,000 for trade name and good will 
and $2,880 to $3,170.38 a month for each 
vessel. 

It is understood from reliable sources 
that inclination is to award the line to 
American Mail, since the higher bid of 
American President Lines is considered
